Dear Sir: 

We are in receipt of your letter of January 13th, ad- 
vising that Mr. F. V. Johnson of Clewiston has asked 
that a deed be executed to him by the Trustees covering 
the above entitled property. We would respectfully 
advise that heretofore on December 11th, 1907. Hon. 
B. E. McLin, Commissioner of Agriculture executed a 
certificate under the seal of his office certifying that 
certain lands, which include Section 14 above mention- 
ed, had been patented to the State of Florida by the 
United States Government at various times as enuring 
to the said State under the Acts of Congress of Septem- 
ber 28th, 1850, as evidenced by the records of patents 
in his office and in his custody. On December 5th, 
1907, the Trustees of the Internal Improvement Fund 
conveyed said Section 14 to Louisville and Nashville 
Railroad, and thereafter title passed by mesne convey- 
ances to Florida State Drainage Land Company, which 
ccmpany we represent. We respectfully insist that the 
Trustees of the Internal Improvement Fund are with- 
out authority to make a new deed to either Mr. F. V. 
Johnson or to any one else covering Section 14 or any 
part thereof until the Trustees have by proper legal 
action duly caused to be cancelled the deed above men- 
tioned under which our clients claim. We submit that 
it is not in accord with the dignity and position of this 
State that the Trustees of the Internal Improvement 
Fund should convey to two different parties the same 
piece of land and we vigorously protest against such 
action. We respectfully advise that there is now pend- 
ing in the United States District for the Southern Dis- 
trict of Florida an ejectment suit brought by Florida 
State Drainage Land Company against Mr. Johnson 
and that the question of whether or not the deed here- 
tofore given by the Trustes to the L. & N. Railroad 
is or is not valid will be judicially determined in that 
cause. It is our intention and we are instructed by our 
clients, if necessary, to prosecute this action as far as 
the Supreme Court of the United States, as the Statutes 
of the United States and the construction thereof are 
necessarily in controversy. If it is contended that the 
original deed given by the Trustees is void, we respect-

After consideration the Trustees agreed to sell the 
land to Mr. O'Berry at a price of $10.00 per acre, and 
deed was ordered issued to him. 



Mr. R. E. Hamrick of Okeechobee appeared before 
the Trustees and presented a corrected plat of certain 
lands which had been deeded to Messrs. Hamrick, J. R, 
Hancock and S. D. Piatt under an erroneous plat, the 
discrepancy in the plat having been previously brought 
to the attention of the Trustees.

Mr. Locke Kelly, representing clients, made appli- 
cation for a permit to dredge shell from the Indian 
River from the North line of Township 25 to the South 
line of Section 32. 

After discussion, Mr. Davis moved that the Trustees 
refuse to grant the permit on the grounds that there 
would be numerous complaints from adjoining land- 
owners. Seconded by Mr. Mayo and upon vote adopt- 
ed. Mr. Kelly was so advised. 



Mr. John R. Parkinson of Daytona Beach requested 
the Trustees to release mortgage on Lots 11, 12, 13 and 
14, of a subdivision of Lot 2 in Hiatus between Ranges 
36 and 37, Township 44, which he and others purchased 
from Jas. A. Dew. 

The Trustees directed the Land Department to advise 
Mr. Parkinson that they could not grant his request, as 
the mortgage they held was on lands sold to Mr. Dew 
and he would have to make proper settlement before 
any action was taken. Also to write Mr. Dew that he 
would be allowed to re-deed three-fourths of the land 
under agreement and the Trustees would deed him an 
amount equal to the cash payment. 
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Mr. Liming presented letter from Mr. F. E. Bryant, 
of Bryant & Greenwood, requesting the Trustees to 
allow them to pay the interest and part of the principal 
on a $40,000.00 note due August 7, 1927. 

Mr. Luning moved that Mr. Bryant be advised that if 
he would pay the interest and $20,000.00 on said note, 
that the Trustees would grant an extension of six 
months on the balance. Seconded by Mr. Mayo and 
upon vote adopted. 



Dr. W. R. Rannie, who had made an offer of $150.00 
per acre for certain land on Virginia Key, which had 
been rejected as the land was appraised by the Field 
Agent at $500.00 per acre, requested that the Trustees 
reconsider the matter and give their reasons for this 
appraisal. 

Mr. Richardson was requested to give a written re- 
port on the matter. 



The Attorney General called the attention of the 
Trustees to the bankruptcy case of Frank J, Kelly, who 
had purchased land from said Board in 1925, and made 
a motion that Mr. Mcintosh, Counsel, be appointed At- 
torney in Fact to go to Miami and file such claim as he 
deemed necessary in the premises. Motion duly sec- 
onded and adopted and Mr. Mcintosh was so instructed. 



Mr. Capps, representing client of his, made applica- 
tion to puchase land on the edge of Lake Okeechobee, 
being a re-claimed strip between the Florida East Coast 
Railway right-of-way and the Lake, which right-of- 
way is adjacent to land of applicant.

No 
objections being filed or presented the sale was con- 
summated to Mr. Martin at a price of $100.00 per acre 
and deed was ordered issued. 



The offer of Messrs. Charles R, Pierce and John M. 
Sutton on October 25th, to purchase land in Dade 
County on Virginia Key at $200.00 per acre, was taken 
up. After consideration the offer was rejected. 



Mr. James S. Rickards, Secretary and Treasurer of 
Napoleon B. Broward Drainage District, on behalf of 
said District, requested the Trustees to transfer to 
said District a certain acreage for an equal acreage of 
lands in the District, upon which the District and the 
Trustees hold "concurrent" title, on account of matur- 
ing drainage and sub-drainage district tax certificates. 
The matter having been referred to Counsel of the 
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Trustees for an opinion, and the Counsel advising that 
it would not be advisable to do so, as amended Sec- 
tion 1175, Revised General Statutes requires the Trus- 
tees to give notice for thirty days of the sale of such 
lands in a newspaper in the County in which the lands 
lie and at the best price obtainable, etc. 

The Trustees, upon motion of Mr. Luning, seconded 
by Mr. Mayo and adopted, rejected the proposition of 
Napoleon B. Broward Drainage District, and the Sec- 
retary was instructed to so advise Mr. Rickards. 



The Bayshore Company of Jacksonville having made 
application sometime ago for a Permit to mine shell in 
the St. Johns River and Tributaries, the Trustees de- 
cided not to issue said permit at present. 



Mr. G. M. LeGate, President of the Jacksonville 
Sand Company, having made application to the Trus- 
tees for a Permit to mine sand from Black Creek in 
Clay County and Mr. Richardson, Field Agent, having 
reported favorably on the matter, the Trustees ordered 
permit issued to said company. 



Bills of the Board of Fire Control amounting to $4,- 
999.27 having been approved by said Board, were 
passed on by the Trustees and ordered transmitted to 
the Comptroller for checks to be issued in payment 
thereof upon funds to the credit of the Fire Tax Fund. 



The Trustees at a meeting October 31st, 1927, agreed 
to exchange certain lands with the Southern Sugar 
Company of Florida. Mr. Mayo, Commissioner of 
Agriculture, being absent at said meeting, final action 
was deferred in order that Mr. Mayo might vote on 
same. Mr. Mayo stated that he was in favor of the 
exchange, thereby making the action of the Trustees 
unanimous. 

Whereupon Mr. Luning introduced the following 
Resolution and moved its adoption: 
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RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS the agricultural and industrial develop- 
ment of the Everglades of Florida is of prime import- 
ance to the whole people of Florida, and 

WHEREAS the Southern Sugar Company of Flor- 
ida, consisting of B. G. Dahlberg and associates, com- 
posed of men of very large means and experience, after 
the most careful and exhaustive investigation and 
demonstration in the Everglades, are now ready to 
commence on a very large scale the growing and man- 
ufacture of sugar at Clewiston and other contiguous 
points in the Everglades, and 

WHEREAS these operations will constitute the most 
important single industry that has ever T>een estab- 
lished in Florida, and as well one of the largest sugar 
productions from any single plant in the world, and 

WHEREAS these operations cannot be successfully 
and conveniently and economically carried on, unless 
the land utilized are all in solid blocks and contiguous, 

and 

WHEREAS it appears that the Internal Improve- 
ment Board now have title to several alternate sec- 
tions of land within the area, that The Southern Sugar 
Company will necessarily have to utilize if it is to en- 
gage in the growing of eane and the manufacture of 
sugar on a large scale, and 

WHEREAS the said Southern Sugar Company and 
its associates also have title to alternate sections of 
other lands outside of these lands that are of the same 
general character and contiguous to other state lands, 
and 

WHEREAS it will be to the best interests of the peo- 
ple of Florida, and particularly to the development of 
the Everglades if those certain lands owned bv The 
Southern Sugar Company and its associates are deeded 
to the Internal Improvement Board, in exchange, acre 
for acre, for the lands in those several sections that 
are now owned by the Internal Improvement Board 
and in the area needed by The Southern Sugar Com- 
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pany for its cane and sugar operations, in exchange 
for lands outside the area of those lands, and 

WHEREAS it appears that the operations of The 
Southern Sugar Company would greatly enhance the 
value, as well as saleability, of other state lands in the 
Everglades, and 

WHEREAS it appears to be practically an equal 
exchange of lands in the premises, and 

WHEREAS this procedure is in accordance with the 
custom and practice of the Board in similar situations, 

THEREFORE, be it resolved by the Trustees of the 
Internal Improvement Fund of the State of Florida in 
regular meeting assembled: 

Section. 1: That the Trustees Internal Improve- 
ment Fund of the State of Florida, for and on behalf 
of said Trustees, and by and under the advice of their 
attorney, are hereby authorized, empowered and di- 
rected, that upon delivery to them of a deed conveying 
the usual merchantable title in the Everglades, to the 
sections of lands hereinafter described and now owned 
by The Southern Sugar Company and its associates, 
forthwith in exchange therefor, to execute and deliver 
to The Southern Sugar Company a deed, conveying 
the usual merchantable title in the Everglades, signed 
by said Trustees to the sections of land hereinafter 
described. 

Section 2: That the lands to be deeded by The 
Southern Sugar Company and its associates to the 
Trustees Internal Improvement Fund are described as 
follows :

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That the lands to be deeded by the Trustees Internal 
Improvement Fund to The Southern Sugar Company 
shall consist of the following : 

In Township 43, Range 34 East — Frac- 
tional Section 13 and Section 25. 

In Township 44, Range 34 East — Sections 
7 less SEVi of SE14, 19, 23, 27, 31, 35. 

In Township 45, Range 34 East — Sections 
3, 7, 11, 15, 18. 

In Township 44, Range 35 East — Sections 
7, 19, 31. 

In Township 42, Range 37 East — Sections 
S'4 of Section 23; 27, 35, 36. 

In Township 43, Range 37 East — Sections 
3, 11, 13, 15, 23, 25, 27, Wy 2 Sec. 29, 35. 

In Township 41, Range 38 East- — Sections 
22, 23, 25, 26, 27, 34, 35, 36. 

Section 3: That the aforesaid deeds be executed 
and delivered with all convenient speed. 

Section 4 : This Board exacts evidence of good 
faith as a guarantee that a sugar mill will be erected 
at Clewiston or in that neighborhood, of at least one 
thousand tons cane capacity not later than December 
1929. That to insure the erection of said sugar mill 
and comply with the demands of this Board as to good 
faith, the said Sugar Company, at the time of the ex- 
change of deeds hereinbefore set forth, and simul- 
taneously therewith, shall place in escrow in the hands 
of H. Clay Crawford, Secretary of State, a deed con- 
veying the fee simple title to this Board of the follow- 
ing Everglades lands, to-wit: 

Sections 26, 28, 30, 32, 34 and 36, Township 
46, Range 35 East. 

under the following escrow agreement: 

"If the Southern Sugar Company or its 
assigns shall not later than December 1929, 
erect at Clewiston, Florida, or in that 
neighborhood, a sugar mill of at least one 
thousand tons cane capacity, then in such 
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event the attached deed shall forthwith be- 
come null and void and shall be surrendered 
to the said Southern Sugar Company, other- 
wise forthwith said deed shall be delivered to 
this Board." 

Said escrow agreement shall be signed by the said 
Southern Sugar Company and by the Chairman and 
Secretary of the Trustees Internal Improvement Fund. 

All voting Yea, the above Resolution was unani- 
mously adopted.

Letter from Hon. Geo. C. Crom, Register of the Gen- 
eral Land Office at Gainesville, Florida, addressed to 
Honorable Nathan Mayo, complaining of the actions 
of Mr. John M. Sutton and his mode of procedure as 
Selecting Agent for the Trustees, was read. 

After discussion Mr. Davis, Attorney General, intro- 
duced the following Resolution and moved its adoption : 

RESOLUTION 
WHEREAS, on the 9th day of March, 1923, the 
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Trustees of the Internal Improvement Fund of the 
State of Florida, entered into an agreement in writing 
with Charles R. Pierce and John M. Sutton, Attorneys 
at law, both of Washington, D. C, whereby the said 
Pierce and Sutton were retained and employed to rep- 
resent the Trustees in making selection and securing a 
Patent to swamp and overflowed lands coming to the 
State under the Swamp Land Grant Act of Congress 
of September 28, 1850, compensation to said Pierce and 
Sutton to be as in said written agreement set out; and 

WHEREAS, The said Charles R. Pierce did notify 
the Trustees that he would no longer be in a position 
to represent said Trustees in making selection and

Paragraph Seventh of the Agreement between the 
Trustees of the Internal Improvement Fund and the 
Pennsylvania Sugar Company reads as follows: 

"SEVENTH. In the event that Pennsylvania 
should neglect, fail or refuse to make full 
payment for the lands herein specified, or in 
case Pennsylvania should terminate and sur- 
render this contract under the provisions of 
Paragraph Fifth hereof, then all sums there- 
tofore paid by Pennsylvania to the Trustees 
on account of this contract shall be retained 
by the Trustees ; PROVIDED, however, That 
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if all drainage taxes levied upon the said lands 
shall have been paid to the date thereof, then 
Pennsylvania shall be entitled to receive from 
the Trustees a deed of conveyance, free and 
clear of all encumbrances, of one acre of land 
for each Ten Dollars ($10.00) paid to the 
Trustees by Pennsylvania in a tract of not less 
than Then Thousand (10,000) contiguous 
acres, to be selected by Pennsylvania from the 
above described lands. Furthermore, that a 
conveyance of lands by the Trustees to Penn- 
sylvania in such case shall constitute a final 
settlement so as to release both parties from 
any further liabilities or obligations under 
this contract." 

From the foregoing it is clear that Pennsylvania is 
entitled to receive from the Trustees, a Deed of Con- 
veyance for each $10.00 paid, or a total of 25,340 acres 
Less acreage conveyed to Pennsylvania by 

Trustees Deed of 7/15/25 6,100 acres 



Remaining acres to be deeded to 

Pennsylvania Sugar Company 19,240 acres 

Under the provisions of Paragraph Seventh, it is to 
be noted that Pennsylvania has the right to select the 
acreage to be conveyed to it. 

RIGHT OF TERMINATION OF CONTRACT 

Paragraph Fifth of the Contract provides as follows 
"Fifth. The Trustees covenant and agree for 
the consideration herein stated that Pennsyl- 
vania shall have and is hereby given the un- 
qualified and absolute right, option and discre- 
tion at any time during the continuance of this 
agreement to determine, cancel, rescind and 
surrender this contract to purchase the above 
described lands, without any further liability 
whatsoever upon its part, and all the obliga- 
tions and undertakings herein specified to be 
performed on the part of Pennsylvania shall 
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thereupon immediately cease and become of 
no further force and effect. Provided, how- 
ever, that Pennsylvania shall be liable for the 
pro-rata amount of the annual payment for 
any fractional portion of the year extending 
from the thirtieth day of December to the date 
next following when Pennsylvania shall ter- 
minate and surender this contract. In the 
event that Pennsylvania shall exercise this 
right of cancellation and surrender it shall 
give writen notice thereof by registered mail 
to the Trustees at their office at Tallahassee, 
Florida, and shall execute such releases or 
other assurances in law or enter such satisfac- 
tions of record as the Trustees may reasonably 
request. And provided, further, That Penn- 
sylvania shall be liable for the drainage taxes 
levied upon the said lands for the year in 
which the termination and surrender of this 
contract shall be made." 



Pennsylvania gave notice of its election to terminate, 
cancel, surrender and rescind the contract by notice 
dated November 4th, 1926, (Mr. Earle's letter), and 
more formally given on November 24th, 1926, (Mr. 
Barnes' letter). 

Pursuant to the provisions of the contract, the an- 
nual payment of $50, 000.00 for the year 1926, was pro- 
rated in the sum of $45,068.49, representing the period 
from December 30th, 1925, to November 24th, 1926. 
This payment was acknowledged by the Trustees under 
date of February 11th, 1927, with the statement that 
said payment was accepted as "the pro-rated pavment 
for 1926." 



DRAINAGE TAXES 



With respect to the Drainage taxes, it was provided 
in Paragraph Fourth as follows: 

"Fourth. As a further consideration for this 
contract Pennsylvania agrees to assume and 
pay promptly hereafter when and as the same 
fall due and become payable all drainage taxes 
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levied upon the said lands from and after the 
year 1921, (but not including those for the 
calendar year 1921)." 

In Paragraph Fifth it was provided that in the event 
of the termination of the contract as follows: 

"And provided further, That Pennsylvania 
shall be liable for the drainage taxes levied 
upon the said lands for the year in which the 
termination and surrender of this contract 
shall be made." 

Accordingly Pennsylvania was liable for the Drain- 
age taxes on all of the lands for the year 1926, i.e. the 
year in which termination and surrender of the con- 
tract was made. It was not liable for the drainage 
taxes on all of the lands for the succeeding year of 
1927, but only upon the 19,240 acres for which it was 
entitled to have a Deed. 

In order to avoid the heavy penalties on drainage 
taxes, and the sale of the land for taxes, Pennsylvania 
paid the 1927 drainage taxes on all of said lands and it 
is, therefore, entitled to have from the Trustees a re- 
fund upon the 37,080 acres which are to be retained by 
the Trustees and released by Pennsylvania Sugar Com- 
pany.

In accordance with instructions of the Board, under 
date of July 3, 1928, the Chief Drainage Engineer 
submitted his report relative to reducing expenses of 
the Drainage District to the minimum. 

The report contains a general resume of the work 
which has been done since operations were suspended 
in June of last year; recommendations as to necessary 
maintenance, operation, emergencies and taxes are set 
out; also a statement of financial conditions of the 
District. The report of the Chief Drainage Engineer 
relates to the work strictly under his direction and has 
no reference to any other departments of the Board or 
Trustees for which his office is not directly responsible. 

Upon receipt of the above report the Board and 
Trustees went into executive session, and after fully 
considering the conditions of both the Drainage Board 
and the Trustees, the following joint resolution was 
presented : 

RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS, Existing conditions make it imperative 
that a readjustment in the operations of the Board of 
Commissioners of Everglades Drainage District and 
the Trustees of the Internal Improvement Fund be had, 
by reason of the inability of the Drainage Board to , 
secure further funds sufficient to prosecute the work 
of drainage, and the small amount of land transactions 
now being had by the Trustees, thereby greatly reduc- 
ing the clerical work necessary in the past by the 
Trustees, and likewise greatly reducing the revenue 
being received by the Trustees, the sole source of 
revenue of said Trustees ; and 

WHEREAS, Owing to the great amount of litiga- 
tion which both the Drainage Board and Trustees have, 
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in the opinion of the Attorney of both boards, and also 
the Attorney General who is assisting in said suits, it 
is essential to retain the Chief Drainage Engineer of 
the Drainage Board so that his knowledge of matters 
relating to drainage, gained by his long years of service 
as Chief Drainage Engineer, may be available when- 
ever needed in connection with said suits, and his 
knowledge of all matters connected with properties of 
the Board; Therefore, 

BE IT RESOLVED. That for reasons stated above, 
the Chief Drainage Engineer, F. C, Elliot, be retained 
at the same compensation, and in addition to his other 
duties be designated as Secretary to both the Board 
of Commissioners of Everglades Drainage District and 
Trustees of the Internal Improvement Fund, whose 
duty it shall be to act as Chief Drainage Engineer and 
also Secretary of the Board of Commissioners of Ever- 
galdes Drainage District and of the Trustees nf the 
Internal Improvement Fund, effective August 1, 1928. 
of all matters of the Trustees, including that of taxes 
and lands, it being deemed highly essential that these 
several duties re'ating to these Boards be co-ordinated 
under one head, for economy and efficiency; and 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That the Chief 
Drainage Engineer and Secretary, so created, shall 
notify this Board at the earliest possible date of the 
number of employees he deems necessary to properly 
and efficiently handle this re-adjusted condition, to- 
gether with the salary recommended for each.

IT IS AGREED that this lease shall remain in full 
force so long as lessee complies with all terms, coven- 
ants and conditions hereon for a maximum term of 
five (5) years from this date, and as long thereafter 
as oil or gas, or other petroleum products or either of 
them, is produced in commercial quantities from said 
land by the lessee, or assigns. 



IN CONSIDERATION OF THE PREMISES THE 
LESSEE COVENANTS AND AGREES:

1st, To deliver to the credit of the lessor, free of 
cost, in the pipe line to which he may connect his wells, 
the equal one-eighth (Vs) part of all oil produced and 
saved from said leased premises. 

2nd. To pay the lessor one-eighth (*/& of the pro- 
ceeds of all gas produced from each well where gas only 
is found, while the same is being used off the premises, 
and lessor to have gas free of cost from any such well 
for all stoves and all inside lights in the principal 
dwelling house on said land during thesame time by 
making his own connections with the wells at his own 
risk and expense. 

3rd. To pay lessor for gas produced from any oil 
well and used off the premises or for the manufacture 
of casing-head gas one-eighth ( Vs ) of the proceeds, for 
the time during which such gas shall be used, said 
payments to be made each three months.

If the said lessor owns a less interest in the above 
land then the entire and undivided fee simple estate 
therein, then the royalties and rentals herein provided 
shall be paid the lessor only in the proportion which 
his interest bears to the whole and undivided fee. 

Lessee shall have the right to use, free of cost, gas, 
oil and water produced on said land for its operations 
thereon, except water from wells of lessor. 

When requested by lessor, lessee shall bury his pipe 
lines below the plow depth. 

No well shall be drilled nearer than 200 feet to a 
house or barn now on said premises, or any of works 
of the Everglades Drainage District, without the writ- 
ten consent of the lessor. 



Lessee shall pay for damages caused by his opera- 
tions to growing crops on said land. 

Lessee shall have the right at any time to remove all 
machinery and fixtures placed upon said premises, in- 
cluding the right to draw and remove casing. 

The lessors or their successors in office shall have 
the right at any time to sell and convey any part or all 
of the above described lands provided that during the 
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life of this lease and agreement such sales or convey- 
ances shall be subject to this lease or agreement in the 
event oil or gas is found in commercial quantities dur- 
ing the life of this lease. 

It is agreed and understood that this lease will not be 
assigned except to an operating company to be organ- 
ized by the said Trustee and his associates for drilling 
purposes, except and until oil or gas be found in com- 
mercial quantities then the following clause shall 
become operative and bind on all parties hereto: 

If the estate of either party hereto is assigned and 
the privilege of assigning in whole or in part is hereby 
expressly allowed, the covenants hereof shall extend to 
their heirs, executors, administrators, successors or 
assigns, but no change in the ownership of the land or 
assignment of rentals or royalties shall be binding on 
lessee until after the lessee has been furnished with a 
written transfer or assignment or a true copy thereof ;

unless oil or gas is first found in commercial quantities, 
and this lease may be cancelled upon thirty (30) days' 
notice for any breach of this covenant. 

It is agreed and understood that if oil or gas be 
found in commercial quantities on the above described 
land then and in that event the lessee or his assigns 
will be relieved of paying any and all drainage taxes 
and other taxes on said land as hereinabove stated, but 
shall pay in lieu thereof the consideration hereinbefore 
mentioned in paragraphs 1, 2 and 3. 

It is fully understood and agreed that upon neglect 
or failure of the lessee to fully perform and observe in 
the time prescribed and in the manner provided, each

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Application of S. A. Dowdell, Jr., of Wimauma, 
Florida, for land in Manatee County, with an offer of 
$5. 00^ and $7.00 per acre, was presented. 

Upon report of Land Agent that the land was worth 
$17.50 per acre, the Trustees directed the Land Clerk 
to advise Mr. Dowdell that they would not accept less 
than $17.50 per acre for the land. 



Mr. I. H. Aderholdt of Branford, Florida, made 
application to purchase 40 acres of land in NW*4 of 
SEV4 of Section 36, Township 6, Range 14, Suwannee 
County, on which he had been paying taxes for 26 
years under the impression that he had title to same. 

The land clerk was directed to advise Mr. Aderholdt 
that the Trustees would sell him the land at a price of 
$5.00 per acre. 



Mr. Richardson, Land Agent, presented request of 
settlers of Lake Port section for a 90 foot Right-of- 
Way to be excepted from their deeds ; said right-of-way 
to be used for a public road. Mr. Richardson reported 
that the State Road Department required only 66 feet 
as right-of-way for State highways and recommended 
that the same number of feet be allowed for this pur- 
pose. 

Upon motion duly seconded and adopted the Trustees 
directed the Land Agent to advise the Lake Port set- 
tlers that a 66 foot right-of-way would be allowed and 
excepted from their deeds. 



A letter from Mr. G, W. Comstock was read, relative 
to leasing lands in the bottom of Lake Webster for 
farming purposes. The Trustees instructed the Land 
Agent to advise Mr. Comstock that they would lease 
this land at a price of $12.50 per acre, in conformity 
with other lake bottom lands being leased by the 
Trustees. 
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The application of Messrs. H. Stein and N. N. Star- 
ling for purchase of lake bottom lands, offering $50.00 
per acre, was presented. The matter was passed for a 
full board meeting. 



Application was received from Mr. E. D. Harris for 
the purchase of English Island in Section 12, Township 
43 South, Range 36 East — 16.17 acres, with an offer 
of $50.00 per acre. This application was also postponed 
for a full board meeting. 



Mr. E. C. Douglas made an offer of $10.00 per acre 
for the E»4 of Section 34, Township 49 South, Range 
39 East, Broward County. 

The Trustees rejected this offer and directed the 
Land Clerk to so advise Mr. Douglas. 



Mr. R. E. Sappenfield made application to purchase 
the oil and mineral rights of the Wi/^ of Section 6, 
Township 54 South, Range 38 East, which land he pur- 
chased from the Trustees. 

Upon motion duly seconded and adopted, the Trust- 
ees agreed to se?l the oil and mineral rights on above 
land to Mr. Sappenfield at a price of 25c per acre. The 
Land Clerk was directed to advise Mr. Sappenfield of 
this action and have the proper release executed. 



Application was presented from Dr. Frances Dicken- 
son of Orange City, Florida, to purchase 12 acres in 
fractional SEVi of Section 36, Township 18 South, 
Range 29 East, East of the St. Johns River, with an 
offer of $15.00 per acre. 

The Trustees ordered the application held over for 
full board meeting. 



Mr. J. G. Black applied for lease to turpentine rights 
on the E14 of SEVi of Section 2, Township 1, Range 
15, offering 10 cents per cup per year. The Trustees 
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declined the offer and directed the Land Clerk to so 
advise Mr. Black. 



Mr. Richardson, Land Agent, presented letter from 
Conway Lake Sand Company, requesting cancellation 
of Sand Lease. He reported that this Company was in 
arrears in their payments for the months of February, 
March, April, May, June and July, 1928. 

Mr. Davis offered the motion that said contract be 
cancelled upon payment of the amounts due for the 
above months. Seconded by Mr. Amos and upon vote 
adopted. 

Mr. Mcintosh, Counsel, presented protest of Mr. 
V. H. Waggoner to the sale of lands on Kraemer Island 
to Mr. Benjamin A. Dopcus. 

After consideration, the Trustees decided that the 
objections were not sufficient to authorize setting aside 
the sale and directed the Secretary of the Trustees to 
so advise Mr. Waggoner. 



The Secretary presented the following letter to the 

Trustees : 

"August 6, 1928. 

Trustees of the Internal 
Improvement Fund, 
Tallahassee, Florida. 

Gentlemen : 

Within recent years a large number of 
Drainage Districts, both under General and 
Special Acts, have come into existence in 
Florida, and lands of the Trustees of the In- 
ternal Improvement Fund are affected by 
such districts in that they are subject to the 
imposition of drainage taxes. 

The General Drainage Law and certain 
types of special Acts require the giving of 
notice to land owners by newspaper publica- 
tion of the various intents of the Act and of 
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the governing board of the district under the 
law applicable to the district. Among other 
things, notice is required to be published of 
the intention to form, a drainage district and 
of the levy of the taxes thereon. This notice 
is legally sufficient for the purpose, but in 
reference to the Trustees of the Internal Im- 
provement Fund having holdings in nearly 
every county of the state, such notice by news- 
paper publication is often insufficient from a 
practical standpoint to call the attention of 
the Trustees to the inclusion of their lands in 
the district, and to the levying of taxes on the 
same. Result of the foregoing has been that 
in some instances lands of the Trustees of the 
Internal Improvement Fund have been sub- 
jected to drainage taxes without the knowl- 
edge of the Trustees, and on occasion have 
been advertised and sold for the lien of drain- 
age taxes. There have been cases where the 
first knowledge that the Trustees had of the 
imposition of taxes upon their lands in certain 
drainage districts was the discovery that such 
lands had been sod for taxes and that tax 
certificates had been bought by private indi- 
viduals, covering them. This has been through 
no intention on the part of the Trustees to 
escape such taxes or to decline to pay them. 
There is an instant case in that of Manatee 
Valley Drainage District, now before the 
Trustees for adjustment, where their lands 
have been taxed for drainage purposes where 
such taxes have become delinquent without 
the knowledge of the Trustees, and where past 
due taxes, together with costs and penalties, 
have accrued. 



To obviate occurrences of this kind result- 
ing in unnecessary extra cost to the Trustees, 
it is suggested for your consideration that 
there be prepared and presented a Bill for 
passage at the next session of the Legislature, 
directing all drainage districts, heretofore 
created and hereafter to be created under the 
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laws of Florida, to transmit to the Trustees 
of the Internal Improvement Fund at their 
office at Tallahassee, Florida, a copy of all 
notices required by law to be sent out, and to 
furnish to the Trustees each year the descrip- 
tion of lands and the amount of drainage 
taxes thereon imposed for such year, giving 
the date when the same are collectable and 
the date on which they become delinquent, 
and that where such notice shall not have 
been furnished to the Trustees, no penalties 
or costs shall attach for failure to pay taxes 
when due.

Attorney General Davis moved that the suggestion 
of Mr. Elliott be carried out as it was in accordance 
with the position already taken by himself and Counsel 
for the Trustees in similar cases. 



A letter was presented from Mr. The*. E. Will, in 
which he requested the Trustees to take care of taxes 
due on lands he has contracted to purchase from the 
Trustees. 

The Trustees directed the Secretary to advise Mr. 
Will that they would expect him to pay the taxes re- 
ferred to, and hereafter keep up all taxes on the lands 
under contract; also furnish them with evidence that 
the taxes have been paid and the title cltar. 



Mr. Mcintosh presented letter from the Attorney 
Genera] and himself relative to report of Mr. L. O. 
Mordt, in which they recommend that Mr. Mordt be 
instructed to not make any adjustment with Broward 
Drainage District and Southern Drainage District, as 
this action would be taken by the Trustees, or their 
agent, at Tallahassee, 
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Upon motion duly seconded and adopted, Mr. Mcin- 
tosh was directed to write Mr. Mordt substantially as 
outlined in above mentioned letter. 



Mr. Mcintosh presented letter from Wideman & 
Wideman, attorneys for Southern Sugar Company, in 
which it was requested that lands of the Trustees 
being exchanged be advertised as other lands are 
advertised for sale. 

Mr. Amos offered a motion that the Trustees not 
advertise the land as there was no requirement in the 
Statutes to the effect that lands being exchanged should 
be advertised and to do so would start a precedent. 
Seconded by Mr. Davis and upon vote adopted. 



Attorney General Davis moved that the Land De- 
part furnish him with a list of all mortgages past due 
two years, in order that foreclosure proceedings may 
be instituted. Seconded by Mr. Amos and upon vote 
adopted. Whereupon, the Land Department was di- 
rected to furnish such list at the earliest date possible. 



The Secretary was authorized to renew subscription 
to Collier County News and Palm Beach Times.

Mr. S. Bryan Jennings of Jacksonville, applied to 
purchase 14.10 acres in Lot 5, Section 7, Township 5 
South, Range 25 East, and requested the Trustees to 
set a price on the land. 

Mr. Amos moved that the land be sold to Mr. Jen- 
nings at a price of $20.00 per acre cash. Seconded 
by Mr. Luning and upon vote adopted. 



Mr. Bay less presented letter from Mr. W. J. Marsh, 
in which he made request that the Trustees accept 
$500.00 in full payment of amount due on his land in 
the Eagle Bay Section and cancel his mortgage thereon. 
The amount due on the property being $632.30, plus 
interest from October 12, 1926, the Trustees refused 
to accept the offer of Mr. Marsh. 



Mr. A. B. Edwards of Sarasota, who in 1925 pur- 
chased 49.16 acres of sovereignty land in Sarasota Bay, 
having paid $4,865.60 requests the Trustees to release 
to him 17 acres of this land on the West side of the 
Government Cut, cancel the present mortgage and 
draw a new mortgage to cover remainder of the land 
on the East side ; payment to be made in five years. 

Mr. Luning moved that Mr. Richardson be directed 
to investigate the land and report as to value of that on 
the West side of the Cut in comparison with that on 
the East side. Seconded by Mr. Amos and upon vote 
adopted. 



Messrs. Thompson & Thompson of Miami, requested

A letter was read from Hon. Herbert J. Drane, rela- 
tive to land which has been occupied by Mr. J. G. 
Brown for some years as a home and on which he has 
filed Homestead Entry. 

The State having selected this land to be patented 
as swamp land and the Land Agent reporting that it 
should be classed as swamp land, the Trustees decided 
that to protect the interests of the State it would be 
necesary for them to contest the Entry of Mr. Brown 
and determine the character of the land. The Land 
Department was requested to so advise Mr. Drane. 



Mr. Luning moved that the Secretary be requested 
to ascertain from the members of the Trustees, at least 
two weeks in advance, when a full membership would 
be present and that Mr. Sutton, Selecting Agent, be 
notified that the Trustees will give him a hearing on 
said date.

This offer was accepted and Mr. Collier agreed to un- 
dertake to have re-survey of the Township made. 

It now appears that certain land in this Township 
has been patented to the State under the Old Survey 
and Mr. Collier is making application to have it deeded 
to him under his agreement with the Trustees. 

Mr. Luning moved that the matter be referred to 
Counsel for an opinion as to whether or not this land 
would be subject to agreement with Mr. Collier. Sec- 
onded by Mr. Amos and upon vote adopted. 
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Mrs. A. B. Ashley made application to purchase land 
in front of her upland property in Pinellas County. 

The Trustes directed that Mr. Richardson make an 
investigation and report to the Board. 



The Land Clerk presented Tax Receipt of Mr. W. V. 
Knott for taxes paid by him prior to 1926 on land wttich 
he purchased in July 1926, and stated that Mr. Knott 
wished to be reimbursed for the amount of such taxes. 

The Trustees directed the Land Clerk to advise Mr. 
Knott that if he would furnish statement of all Ever- 
glades Drainage District and Palm Beach Drainage &

Section 13, Township 47 South, Range 35 East, on 
which lands Mr. Egger had paid taxes from 1912 to 
1927, except for the year 1926, (tender of payment 
being made to pay taxes) which taxes were paid by Mr. 
King in conformity with erroneous deed, and stated 
that in an effort to correct the error he had written 
Mrs. F. H. King, widow of F. H. King, but she refused 
to execute quit-claim deed to Mr, Egger.

BE IT RESOLVED, That the resolution of the 
Trustees of the Internal Improvement Fund of the 
State of Florida, under date of November 22, 1927, 
accepting and approving the said proposition of Mr. 
L. O. Mordt, be and the same is hereby rescinded. 

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED, That Mr. L. 0. 
Mordt, formerly of Fort Lauderdale, Florida, but now 
residing at 316 Cedar Street, South Jacksonville, Flor- 
ida, be notified of the action herein taken and that a 
copy of this Resolution be forwarded to him at his 
last address. 

The Resolution was adopted as follows : 

YEAS: Governor, Comptroller and Attorney Gen- 
eral. Nays : None. 
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The Secretary presented bill submitted by Mr. L. O. 
Mordt, claiming $13,645.37 due him by the Trustees 
Internal Improvement Fund under agreement dated 
November 22, 1927. 

Mr. T Ajnos moved that the Trustees declined to pay 
the bill of Mr. Mordt, as no such amounts had ever been 
collected through his efforts, or otherwise.

That the only amount collected since the agreement 
with Mr. Mordt, is $5,398.86 and as this amount was 
collected by Counsel for the Trustees in a settlement 
with Southern Drainage District, the following is a 
statement of account with Mr. Mordt, as the Trustees 
see it:

Minutes of the Trustees of October 23, 1928 ordered 
approved. 



The Land Department presented telegram from Mr. 
A. E. Schafer, Director American Red Cross, West 
Palm Beach, requesting to know what position the 
Trustees woud take in the matter of the Red Cross 
re-building homes in the storm area on State owned 
lands. 

It was ordered that the Land Department ascertain 
from Mr. Schafer the location of the lands desired, as 
it would be necessary to check description; the Trust- 
ees having contracts for sale and also ejectment suits 
against land in that vicinity. 
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Mr. J. T. Hancock, who purchased land in Okeecho- 
bee County, paying cash therefor, requested that he 
be allowed to redeed the land to the Trustees and they 
issue check reimbursing him for the amount paid. The 
request was denied and the Land Department directed 
to so advise Mr. Hancock. 



Sam Sanders of Lake City, Florida, made an offer of 
$5.00 per acre for the NW^ of NW',4 of Section 22, 
Township 5 South, Range 15 East — 40 acres, in Su- 
wannee County. 

The Trustees declined this offer, but agreed to sell 
the land at $10.00 per acre and the Land Department 
was requested to so advise Sam Sanders. 



A letter was presented from C. E. and G. J. Hardin 
of Okeechobee, requesting adjustment on their pur- 
chase of 13 acres of land in Okeechobee County, on 
which the first payment of $975.00 had been made ; also 
$658.45 principal and $452.60 interest. 

The Trustees directed the Land Department to 
ascertain from Messrs. Hardin what adjustment they 
desired in the premises. 



Tabor-Murphy Realty Company of Bradenton, rep- 
resenting Mr. J. L. Kilgore, requested the Trustees to 
take action on the statement presented to two members 
of the Board on August 21, 1928. Messrs. Green and 
Roberts, who opposed the sale to Mr. Kilgore, being 
present, the Trustees advised that on November 13th, 
a hearing would be had to make final disposition of 
the transaction. The Land Department was directed 
to advise Tabor-Murphy Realty Company of the date 
set for hearing. 



The Secretary presented letter from Mr. B. G. 
Dahlberg, President of Southern Sugar Company, rela- 
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tive to exchange of lands with the Trustees, in which 
he advised that he did not think the basis of exchange 
submitted by the Trustees was fair, and asked for fur- 
ther consideration at an early date. The Trustees di- 
rected the Land Department to advise Mr. Dahlberg 
that they would be glad to consider selling the land at 
a fair price if the exchange proposition was not satis- 
factory. 



Mr. Amos again presented letter from Mr. G. W. 
Bingham, in which he requested oil lease executed, 
provided the Trustees would extend time for boring 
of first well to twelve months instead of six months. 
The Trustees ordered that time limit for boring first 
well be fixed at twelve months and, that Oil Lease be 
prepared in accordance therewith. 



Messrs. Scarborough and Williams appeared before 
the Trustees relative to application of Capt. Daniels to 
purchase 15 acres of land which had been brought into 
existence through dredging operations of the Govern- 
ment near Mayport. 

The Governor having made report as to the location 
and character of this land, and the Secretary having 
presented letter from the United States Government, 
requesting that no lands in that vicinity be sold until 
description of area needed by the Government could 
be furnished, the Trustees ordered the matter held in 
abeyance until description could be obtained from 
District Engineer of the War Department. 



Mr. A. R. Richardson, Land Agent, presented plats 
of certain swamp and overflowed lands in the neigh- 
borhood of Tavares. These lands have been recently 
surveyed by the United States, and their character as 
swamp and overflowed lands open them to application 
for patent to the State of Florida. Much of these lands 
are improved, settled upon, residences built, streets

and other municipal improvements completed; the 
square on which the Court House is located is partly 
upon swamp and overflowed land. 

It was recommended that the State make selections 
covering this area as swamp and overflowed lands and 
that in order to facilitate their disposition by the 
United States in favor of those who had settled upon 
them, that the State accept other lands in Heu of those 
located near Tavares under indemnity provision which 
permits such alternate selections. The Trustees took 
the view that selections should be made and that when 
such selection had been allowed, the Trustees request 
the United States to convey to the State other lands 
in lieu thereof under indemnity provision. 



The Secretary reported that in accordance with 
Minutes of September 18, 1928, he had written Mrs. 
F. H. King, widow of F. H. King, relative to executing 
quit-claim deed to F. R. Egger, covering land originally 
owned by Mr. Egger but erroneously deeded by the 
Trustees to F. H. King. 

The Trustees ordered that the matter be referred to 
Counsel with a view to having erroneous deed set 
aside. 



The Secretary reported that upon examination of 
lands exchanged with Southern Sugar Company it has 
been disclosed that $640.00 of Pahokee Drainage Dis- 
trict taxes are in arrears and should be paid by the 
Trustees. 

Upon motion duly seconded and adopted, it was or- 
dered that the taxes as above be paid, and check for- 
warded to Tax Collector. 



The Secretary reported that the Tax Collector of 
Palm Beach County has issued a number of Tax Certi- 
ficates in duplicate to Robert F. Wirthwine and that 
refund check should be issued to Mr. Wirthwine in the 
sum of $55.61. It was ordered that check for $55.61 
be issued to Mr. Wirthwine, 
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The Secretary reported that Tax Collector of Dade 
County had erroneously included Tax Certificate No. 
6725 with other certificates sold to Seminole Bond & 
Mortgage Company, said Company paying $357.46 for 
the certificate, and that check in this amount should 
be issued to reimburse said Company.

Upon application of Mr. Barron Collier of Ever- 
glades, Florida, the Trustees on October 9th, 1928, or- 
dered advertised for highest bid 76.16 acres in Town- 
ship 44 South, Range 21 East, Lee County. 

Mr. Collier's bid of $10.00 per acre being the only 
bid received, the land was sold to him at this price and 
deed ordered issued. 



The Secretary presented letter from Mr. Y. L. Wat- 
son, Attorney for Florida Gravel Company, in which he 
advised that Mr. Lipscomb, President of Florida 
Gravel Company, was unable to accompany Mr. Rich- 
ardson on trip to investigate territory desired by Flor- 
ida Gravel Company and Capital City Sand & Gravel 
Company, and asked that action be deferred until Mr. 
Lipscomb could appear before the Trustees. 

Mr. Amos moved that the matter be held over until 
such time as representatives from both companies can 
be present. Seconded by Mr. Davis and upon vote 
adopted. ■ 



The Secretary presented letter from Mrs. Ruth B. 
Owens of Okeechobee, Florida, to Hon. W. V. Knott, 
representing client Margaret Scott, containing request 
that the Trustees endorse draft drawn in favor of 
Margaret Scott and Trustees Internal Improvement 
Fund ; draft being ni payment of damages to house of 
Margaret Scott during the September storm, which 
house was located on land purchased from the Trustees. 
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It was ordered that the necessary endorsement be 
placed on the draft and returned to Mrs. Owens. 



The Land Department presented letter from Mr. 
John F. Harrell of Live Oak, Florida, in which he asked 
to be advised if the Trustees would make satisfaction 
of mortgage on 40 acres of land in Section 28, Township 
6 South, Range 14 East, which his client Chas. Forman 
had purchased from Frank H. George, original pur- 
chaser from the Trustees. 

It was ordered that upon payment of amount due on 
the mortgage the Trustees would release same, or 
assign or transfer the mortgage to Mr. Forman. The 
Land Department was directed to so advise Mr. Har- 
rell. 



A letter was presented from Mr. St. Elmo W. Acosta, 
Park Commissioner of Jacksonville, relative to certain 
islands in St. Johns River, which he desired donated 
to the City of Jacksonville for Park purposes. 

Mr. Amos moved that the Trustees sell the islands 
at $100.00 per acre, subject to advertisement for objec- 
tions, to be used only for park purposes, and that the 
Land Department advise Mr. Acosta of this action. 
Also advise him that the Trustees have no authority 
to donate lands of the State for any purpose. - Seconded 
and upon vote adopted. 



The Land Department presented letter from Messrs. 
C. E. and G. J. Hardin of Okeechobee, requesting the 
Trustees to make some adjustment on their Entry No. 
17530. 

The Trustees directed the Land Department to advise 
Messrs. Hardin that they would allow them to re- 
convey a portion of the land purchased, and the 
Trustees would then sell the property back to them at 
a fair price as of this date, after the Land Agent had 
appraised the land and reported as to its valuation. 
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The Land Department presented letter from Mr. 
W. B. Harvard of Sarasota, in which he made request 
for adjustment on Entries No. 17,542, 17,543, and 
17,545, asking that the Trustees allow him to re-deed 
to them one-half of the land purchased, or 280 acres, 
for which he paid $5,600.00 and that the Trustees issue 
him refund check for one-half of this amount, or 
$2,800.00. 

Mr. Amos moved that the Trustees decline Mr. 
Harvard's request. Seconded by Mr. Knott and upon 
vote adopted. 



Letter was presented from Mr. Hal. E. Townsend, 
Manager of Snell, Inc., making application to purchase 
57,71 acres of land in Sections 8, 9, 16 and 17, Town- 
ship 31 South, Range 17 East, Pinellas County, offering 
$100.00 per acre as owners of the upland. 

It was ordered that Mr. Richardson, Land Agent, 
make investigation of the property and report to the 
Trustees. The Land Department to advise Mr. Town- 
send of this action. 



Mr. J. C. Fudge, of Okeechobee, requested the Trus- 
tees to return his check for $150.00, part payment on 
land in Eagle Bay section, as he had never received 
deed to the property. 

It was ordered that the $150.00 be returned to Mr. 
Fudge as no deed had ever been executed to him. 



Mr. J. C. Bills, Jr., of Sanford, requested adjustment 
on Entry No. 17,423 as he was unable to make further 
payment on the land. 

The Trustees agreed to allow Mr. Bills to re-deed 
(%) Three-fourths of the original puchase and cancel 
mortgage and notes, upon proof that all taxes were 
paid and no encumbrances on the land. The Land 
Department was directed to so advise Mr. Bills. 
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Mr. A. C. Plage requested extension of time on Entry 
No. 17,419. The Trustees directed the Land Depart- 
ment to advise Mr. Plage that if he would pay all in- 
terest to date, an extension of six months would be 
granted. 



The Land Department presented letter from Mr. 
Fred M. Valz, Attorney for Islands Incorporated, re- 
questing that $26,344.00 representing purchase of land 
in Dade County, Entry No. 17,440, be applied on pur- 
chase of land lying in Lake Worth, Palm Beach County, 
Entry No. 17,773, on which $11,790.00 had been paid. 

The Trustees ordered that the matter be held over 
for further information. 



P. O. Schoelles & Company made application to pur- 
chase Gap Island in Apalachicola Bay near Sound of 
St. George's Island, offering $600.00 for the Island. 

The Trustees directed Mr. Richardson, Land Agent, 
to make an investigation and report his findings, at 
which time action will be taken. The Land Department 
was directed to so advise Schoelles Company. 



Mr. A. R. Richardson, Land Agent, presented appli- 
cation of Daniels & Boggs to purchase Lot 2, Section 
23, Township 1 South, Range 27 East, Duval County, 
for their client Tony Uicras, which was referred to him 
for report as to value of the land. Mr. Richardson re- 
ported that the land was worth $25.00 an acre. The 
Trustees agreed to sell the land at such price, the pur- 
chaser to assume responsibility of removing squatters, 
and the Land Department was directed to advise 
Daniels & Boggs of this action. 



Mr. Richardson advised the Trustees that H. J. 
Chapman of West Palm Beach had requested that a

survey be made of the meander line of Pelican Lake 
in Township 42 South, Range 37 East. 

The Trustees declined to have the survey made at 
this time. 



Mr. T. W. Conley, Jr., of Okeechobee, appeared be- 
fore the Trustees in behalf of purchasers of land in 
Okeechobee County and requested the Trustees to make 
some adjustment on these purchases. 

The Trustees agreed to have the Land Agent in- 
vestigate the land and report the fair valuation at this 
time, whereupon the purchasers would be allowed to 
re-deed a portion of the original acreage and buy it 
back at a price in conformity with values at this time. 
Mr. Conley was advised of this action of the Trustees. 



Mr. L. L. Stuckey of Pahokee requested the Trustees 
to refund him the amount of $2,000.00, which repre- 
sented clearing land leased from the Trustees the early 
part of this year. 

The Trustees advised Mr. Stuckey that they had 
acted on this matter some time ago, agreeing to allow 
him a credit of $2,000.00 on his next lease, and that 
they stood ready to live up to this agreement at any 
time, but they could not issue check as no money had 
been received by the Trustees; also that if the land 
leased was too wet to farm, they would lie glad to 
lease him other available land and credit the lease 
with $2,000.00. 



Mr. L. L. Stutikey of Pahokee made application to 
purchase land in Pelican Lake section and agreed to 
bid not less than $50.00 per acre on date of sale. 

The Trustees agreed to advertise the land for sale 
at competitive bids, with the minimum price $50.00 per 
acre; the purchaser to pay for survey being made and 
plan of reclamation to be approved by the Chief Drain- 
age Engineer. 
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Mr. J. R. Poland of Pahokee appeared before the 
Trustees relative to right-of-way of Florida East Coast 
Railway on land which he had applied to purchase and 
made deposit prior to application of the Railway Com- 
pany in Section 8, Township 42 South,. Range 37 East, 
and which the Trustees had agreed to sell him pending 
survey. 

The Trustees advised Mr. Poland that they would 
have the Attorney take the matter up with the Florida 
East Coast Company with a view to securing quit- 
claim deed to this right-of-way and notify him the 
result. 



Mr. J. R. Poland made application to purchase cer- 
tain submerged land near his upland and agreed to 
bid $50.00 an acre. 

The Trustees advised Mr. Poland as this was sub- 
merged land in front of other upland owners, they 
would not feel justified in selling to him. Whereupon 
Mr. Poland agreed to secure statement from adjacent 
land owners to the effect that there would be no objec- 
tion to this land being sold to Mr. Poland. The Trustees 
agreed to re-consider the matter upon receipt of such 
information. 



Mr. Vernon Price Williams of Box 246, Miami, Flor- 
ida, made application to purchase the oil and mineral 
rights on land in Lake Okeechobee, exclusive of lake 
front owners equity. 

The Trustees advised Mr. Williams that they would 
take the matter under consideration as it would be 
necessary to ascertain if they had authority to make 
such sale. 



Mr, Vernon Price Williams of Miami, requested the 
Trustees to notify him if Preston and Peters failed to 
carry out their agreement for oil lease in the Ever- 
glades, as he desired to be heard before any further 
action was taken. The request was granted. 
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Messrs. Tabor and Murphy of Rradenton, represent- 
ing Mr. J. L. Kilgore, appeared before the Trustees pur- 
suant to notice that a hearing would be had on the sale 
of land in Manatee County to Mr, Kilgore in July 1925, 
to which objections had been filed and Court proceed- 
ings instituted. 

Upon motion duly seconded and adopted, the Trus- 
tees agreed to allow Mr. Kilgore to re-deed all of said 
property conveyed, free of all encumbrances, except 
Taxes: Whereupon the Trustees would refund the 
amounts received as payments and interest on the land, 
but would not reimburse Mr. Kilgore for surveying 
expenses, attorney fees and interest from date of sale 
to this date, as the above offer to re-deed the property 
had been tendered Mr. Kilgore in June 1926, but was 
rejected. 

This being satisfactory to Messrs. Tabor and Mur- 
phy, the Trustees requested that Abstract be furnished 
Counsel for checking. 



Mr. E. P. Green, an Attorney of Bradenton, also 
appeared before the Trustees pursuant to information 
that a hearing would be had on the sale of land in 
Manatee County to J. L. Kilgore. Mr. Green stated 
that the sale to Mr. Kilgore created a cloud on the title 
of their land, and in view of the fact that the land in 
question was being re-deeded to the Trustees, asked 
that approximately six (6) acres be deeded to them, 
which would clear their title of the existing cloud. t 

The Trustees agreed to sell Mr. Green the required 
Six acres in front of his property at a price of $50.00 
thus clearing his title of any cloud which might have 
been brought about through the sale of the land to Mr. 
Kilgore.

Minutes of previous meeting, November 13th, were 
ordered approved. 



The Trustees having advertised for sale on Novem- 
ber 20th, upon application of Mr. A. 0. Henderson of 
Miami Beach, Florida, 14.68 acres of land in Section 
26, Township 16 South, Range 33 East, Volusia Co»2Uy, 
which sale was postponed till November 27th, bids we«-e 
called for. The highest bid received was that of A. O. 
Henderson at $100.00 per acre, which bid was accepted 
and deed ordered issued. 
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The Secretary presented letter from G. W. Bing- 
ham, relative oil lease. Mr. Bingham's letter re- 
quested that oil lease be made to Mr. J. B. Dill, Mr. Dill 
to pay cash sufficient to cover taxes, including the 1928 
taxes, amounting to $1,712.84, and taxes annually 
thereafter. Also, it was requested that time be ex- 
tended from 6 months to 1 year for commencement of 
drilling, all as set forth in lease form attached to let- 
ter. The Secretary was directed to advise Mr. Bing- 
ham that lease was accepted and would be forwarded 
to him for his signature upon payment of taxes by 
him, the lease to be returned to the Trustees for 
execution. 



The Secretary read a letter from Mr. M. C. Mcintosh, 
Attorney for the Trustees, relative verbal oil and gas 
lease desired by Vernon Price-Williams. Mr, Mcin- 
tosh's letter stated that purchase of land was desired 
outright, and not a lease; that the law provided for 
lease only and not sale. Mr. Amos stated that the 
Trustees were not interested in the sale outright, to 
which the Trustees agreed. It was the decision of the 
Trustees that should there be any oil found, V 8 should 
be preserved for the State. 

The Secretary was directed to advise Mr, Price- 
Williams that the Trustees would execute deed in usual 
form covering %, Trustees receiving royalty of l/s. 
Mr. Price-Williams to pay taxes upon the lands, or 
the equivalent of taxes. 



An inquiry from Mr. Goodno was presented in ref- 
erence to islands and submerged flats at the mouth 
of Caloosahatchee River in Lee County. Mr. Amos 
had previously investigated the inquiry and stated that 
Mr. Goodno would pay $7,100.00 for the islands. He 
suggested that the offer be accepted and that Mr. 
Goodno be allowed the privilege of dredging the chan- 
nel in order to provide sufficient depth of water for a 
harbor for boats. All papers in the matter were turned 
over to Mr. Amos, and he was instructed to make final 



\ 
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settlement and arrangements with Mr. Goodno, which 
arrangements would be satisfactory to the Trustees. 



Letter to Governor Martin from R. G. Johnson rela- 
tive Sharper Burgess, negro, was presented, in which 
request was made for refund of money account of land 
rented from Trustees. The Trustees directed that 
other lands be substituted in lieu of those rented by 
Burgess and found to be too low for cultivation. The 
matter was referred to A. R. Richardson for attention. 



A letter from Attorney for Florida Gravel Company 
was presented relative permit to mine sand and gravel 
in certain parts of Apalachicola and Chattahoochee 
Rivers. At the suggestion of the Governor, the matter 
was deferred for future consideration. 



Mr. T. W. Conley, Jr., of Okeechobee, Florida, ap- 
peared before the Trustees relative adjustment of 
lands purchased from Trustees. At a former meeting, 
Mr. Richardson had been directed to report or recom- 
mend to the Trustees some basis of adjustment on these 
lands, which have been purchased and partially paid 
for. Mr. Elliot read Mr. Richardson's recommenda- 
tions, Mr. Richardson being out of town. The Gov- 
ernor suggested that the matter be held up pending a 
further report from Mr. Richardson. Mr. Conley was 
requested to leave checks of his clients with the Trus- 
tees, in case upon final consideration of the subject. 
Mr. Conley's offer was accepted. 



The Land Department presented the request of Mr. 
A. B. Edwards of Sarasota for adjustment on lands 
purchased by him from the Trustees. Proposal was 
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made to the Trustees that Mr. Edwards pay up all 
interest and taxes to date, that land to the value of 
amount paid on land be released by the Trustees and 
that Trustees extend mortgage on balance for 5 years, 
interest payable annually. Governor Martin proposed 
that the Trustees accept this offer, to which tne Trus- 
tees unanimously agreed. 



Bill from Ferol Dunn was presented covering testi- 
mony transmitted to Richard P. Robbins, involving 
title to certain state lands. Bill was ordered paid. Mr. 
Mcintosh, Attorney for Trustees, stated that a letter 
had been received from Commissioner at Washington 
asking that the case be re-opened. 



A letter from Mr. Oral Van Hofne was presented in 
reference to land purchased by him from the Trustees 
in May 1922. It appears from the records that Mr. Van 
Home had made first payment on this land, but was in 
arrears on all subsequent deferred payments. Attorney 
for the Trustees was instructed to take the matter up 
with Mr. Van Home, and also with Mr. J. M. Griffin 
as holder of a second mortgage, and try to work out 
some satisfactory arrangement. 



A letter from Mr. W. B. Harvard was presented 
stating that he desired to deed the entire property pur- 
chased by him back to the State, the State to refund 
to him one-half the money paid by him. The Trustees 
declined to make refund, but agreed to release to him 
an amount of land represented by his payments at the 
purchase price. Mr. Bayless was instructed to take 
up the matter with him. 



A letter was presented from Mr. S. Fahs Smith of 
York, Pa., relative monies owed by him to the Trustees 
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in the amount of $3,265.50 with interest from Decem- 
ber 21, 1926. Mr. Smith offers to pay the entire amount 
if a 10'; discount is allowed him by the Trustees. It 
was the decision of the Trustees that the offer be 
accepted, and Mr. Bayless was instructed to so advise 
Mr. Smith. 



A letter from Mr. St. Elmo W. Acosta, Commissioner 
of Parks, Jacksonville, was presented declining to pay 
$100.00 per acre on behalf of the City of Jacksonville 
for islands near the city. He requested that the islands 
be given to the City of Jacksonville for public purposes. 
The Governor moved that the letter be filed and that 
Mr, Acosta be advised that the Trustees had no legal 
authority to donate lands: that their lands were held 
for the school children of Florida. Mr. Bayless was 
instructed to write Mr. Acosta and so advise him. 



Letter from L. E. Brown, colored, to the Governor 
was read, asking for extension of time on payments of 
lands purchased by him from the Trustees. By reason 
of certain extenuating circumstances, the Governor 
recommended an extension of one year on all payments, 
which was agreed to by the Board, and Mr. Bayless 
was instructed to so advise the applicant. 



Telegrams from Mr. F. L. Williamson were pre- 
sented. The Secretary advised that Mr. Williamson 
had been informed by him that there would be no meet- 
ing of the Trustees on the 20th, but that he might meet 
with the Board on the 27th. Mr. Williamson replied 
that it would be impossible for his associates to appear 
on the 27th, but they would request appointment at a 
later date. 

Matter of payment of Drainage Taxes were taken 
up as assessed against lands of the Trustees. As time 
was short, it was suggested that the matter go over 
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until the next day, when they would meet and discuss 
that matter. 



Mr. R, G. Holgate appeared before the Trustees rela- 
tive land purchased by him from Trustees, said land 
being along the edge of the Bay in Dade County. Mr. 
Holgate stated that their plans had been to develop 
the upland into farms and fill in the low land for resi- 
dential purposes. He had paid '4 down and wished to 
make some arrangements with the Trustees for settle- 
ment. The Trustees stated that they would allow him 
to deed back to them % of the acreage and release the 
mortgage, he to pay taxes and interest to date. It was 
suggested that Mr. Ho gate and his associates prepare 
a proposal to be submitted to the Trustees relative set- 
tlement, to which Mr. Holgate agreed. 



Mr. J. S. White from West Palm Beach appeared 
before the Trustees on behalf of his clients, Mr. John- 
son and Mr. Bell. He stated that Mr. Dahlberg was 
taking over two-thirds interest in their holdings and 
would pay the interest accrued, together with taxes. 
An extension of three years on payment of balance due 
was requested. Mr, Amos moved that an extension of 
1, 2 and 3 years from date, (November 27, 1928) be 
granted upon payment of all accrued interest and taxes, 
to which the Board agreed, interest and taxes in future 
to be promptly paid at due dates. 



Dr. Schwartz and Mr. R. G. Johnson of Pahokee ap- 
peared before the Trustees in regard to purchase of 
lands in Pelican Bay bottom. They stated that they are 
owners of adjacent uplands. Mr. Stuckey at a previous 
meeting of the Trustees had requested that a part of 
this land be advertised for sale and the Trustees con- 
sented to advertise upon guarantee of payment of 
$50.00 per acre. Lands had not yet been edvertised by 
reason of the failure of Mr. Stuckey to submit guar- 
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antee. The Board requested Dr. Schwartz and Mr. 
Johnson to take up the matter with the Trustees Attor- 
ney with a view toward a further report at a subse- 
quent meeting. 



Mr. Fred M. Valz of Jacksonville appeared before 
the Trustees relative payment on submerged lands pur- 
chased by him in Lake Worth. He requested thit the 
Trustees permit him to trade in Lot 6 between Town- 
ships 53 and 54 South, Range 40 East, purchased from 
them, as a credit on the submerged land, all taxes and 
interest to be paid to date and current and future taxes 
to be promptly paid when due, to which the Trustees 
agreed. The balance not covered by the above credit 
was to have the time extended for 1, 2 and 3 years. 



Mr. D. C. Gillette of Tampa appeared before the 
Trustees in reference to lease of mineral sands and 
option for prospecting same. He stated that there 
were two sections he wished options on, one on the 
Indian River, the other on the west coast near Pensa- 
cola. He proposed to pay 10 cents per ton for sands 
mined and desired an option for one year for deter- 
mining whether or not there was sufficient material 
to justify a commercial oDeration. If sufficient mate- 
rial was developed by such prospecting, he then would 
desire a lease covering a term of years to be agreed 
upon at an agreed rate. The Trustees declined to con- 
sider the Indian River location, but requested that Mr. 
Gillette submit to them his proposition covering the 
west coast location. 



Mr. S. W. Bollinger of Pahokee, Florida, appeared 
before the Trustees in reference to purchase of approx- 
imately 80 acres of lake bottom land adjacent to his 
holdings at Bacom Point. He offered $50.00 per acre 
for the land, which offer was accepted by the Trustees. 
The Trustees agreed to make the survey of the lands 
desired to be purchased on the Lake Okeechobee side 
of his holdings.

Mr. Peters and Judge Brown of Miami appeared be- 
fore the Trustees in reference to extension of time for 
payment of taxes in the matter of Preston oil lease on 
lands west of Miami, in which they were interested 
parties. It had been agreed that the above parties 
would pay the taxes 6n these lands by November 30th, 
1928, as preliminary consideration for option. After 
discussion of the subject the Trustees declined to grant 
the extension of time for payment of taxes.

The matter was referred to Attorney for Trus- 
tees for investigation and report upon the status of the 
three interested parties and as to the nature of such 
adjustment as the Trustees might have authority to 
make. Mr. Bell was advised that all taxes and interest 
to date must be paid before any adjustment could be 
arrived at. 



Mr. F. F. Pulver of St. Petersburg appeared on be- 
half of Mr. Richard B. Simpson and Seminole Im- 
provement Company. These parties had purchased 
from the Trustees certain lands, the Seminole Im- 
provement Company paying 14 at time of purchase 
and Mr. Simpson V2 of his purchase price. The Trus- 
tees were requested to accept $1,500 as payment in full 
for all outstanding indebtedness as to principal on the 
combined purchases. The Trustees declined to accept 
this offer, but advised Mr. Pulver that they would ac- 
cept $2,500. Mr. Pulver stated he would submit the 
offer to his clients. 
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Mr. W. C. Lockey appeared before the Trustees on 
behalf of his client, Mr. C. S. Russ, who has a turpen- 
tine-timber lease from the Trustees in Bay County, 
Florida.

Mr. Robert G. Holgate of Miami, requested that the 
Trustees make adjustment on land purchased by him, 
on which he had paid one-fourth cash and given notes, 
secured by mortgage on the land, for the remainder. 
It was shown that h* the case of Entry No. 17330, rep- 
resenting 1119.90 acres, deed had been issued by the 
Trustees in favor of Mr. Holgate and that upon de- 
livery of said deed an Injunction was served upon the 
said Mr. Holgate by Pierce & Sutton, restraining him 
from recording deed to the property described in said 
deed. That for the above reason the transfer of the 
land described therein was ineffectual, and Mr. Holgate 
requested the Trustees to cancel said deed and release 
him from his obligation thereunder, which the Trustees 
agreed to do.

The Trustees Internal Improvement Fund met on 
this date in the office of the Governor at the Capitol. 

Present :

Under date of February 24th, 1926, Mr. W. V. Knott 
purchased from the Trustees — Entry No. 17558, the 
SW14 of SWi/ + of SW 1,4—10 acres, and the N% of 
Lot 1 — 3.05 acres, in Section 11, Township 44 South, 
Range 36 East, at a price of $160.00 per acre, or a total 
of $2,088.00. Mr. Knott requests the Trustees to allow 
him to re-deed the 3.05 acres, which is across the canal 
from the 10 acre tract, and credit his purchase with 
3.05 acres on a basis of $160.00 per acre. 

It was ordered that Mr. Knott's request be granted 
and the Land Department was directed to make the 
proper credit on his Entry. 
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Mr. Marvin C. Mcintosh, Counsel, presented matter 
of purchase by Mr. Orel Van Home of 39.24 acres of 
land in Section 9, Township 44 South, Range 36 East — 
Deed No. 17066, on which he paid $1,101.25 leaving a 
balance of $3,303.75 due; that on November 30. 1928 
he wrote Mr. Van Home at Southbay, Florida, with 
reference to further payments on his three notes, cov- 
ering land purchased, but had received no reply to 
same. Mr. Mcintosh also stated that Mr. J. M. Griffin 
of Quincy, Florida, who holds second mortgage in the 
approximate amount of $2,600.00 advised that he was 
unable to secure any settlement from Mr. Van Home 
and in order to protect himself would have to fore- 
close his mortgage. Also that Mr. Griffin made an offer 
of $1500.00 cash for mortgage and notes held by the 
Trustees, he to foreclose both mortgages and pay all 
taxes due on the land. General Davis moved that the 
mortgage be offered to Mr. Griffin for $2,000.00. 
Seconded and adopted. 

Mr. Griffin was advised of the action of the Trus- 
tees and agreed to pay the $200.00 for the mortgage, 
provided the Trustees foreclose, pay all taxes and de- 
liver the land to him free of all encumbrances. After 
due consideration the following Resolution was adop- 
ted: 

{ RESOLUTION 

WHEREAS, The Trustees Internal Improvement 
Fund has equitable title to the property above de- 
scribed an dholds against the said property a certain 
mortgage executed by Mr. Orel Van Home to the Trus- 
tees on May 26, 1922 in the sum of $3,303.75, which it 
would be necessary for the Trustees to foreclose in 
order to re-establish title to the land; and 

WHEREAS, Said foreclosure would probably in- 
volve an expenditure of at least $500.00 for redemption 
of taxes and cost of foreclosure ; and 

WHEREAS, Equitable title now held by the Trus- 
tees is not worth in excess of $1,500.00; now, there- 
fore 

BE IT RESOLVED. That the Trustees accept the 
offer of Mr. Griffin of $1,500.00 cash with the provision 
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that he pay all taxes due on the land and the cost of 
foreclosure proceedings. The State to execute quit- 
claim deed to Mr. Griffin and asignment of mortgage 
with notes attached. 



Mr. Mcintosh reported that he was in receipt of 
check for $275.00 from Union Indemnity Company, in 
full settlement of the account with Conway Lake Sand 
Company on Sand Lease from the Trustees, and re- 
quested that a release be executed by the Governor and 
lease canceled as of December 31, 1928. It was or- 
dered that check of $275.00 be accepted in full settle- 
ment of the account with Conway Lake Sand Company, 
release executed and sand lease cancelled as of De- 
cember 31, 1928. 



Mr, M. C. Mcintosh, presented a further proposition 
from Mr. Gus Wilder, relative to foreclosure mortgage 
of the Trustees on lands sold Bellair Estates, Inc., for 
a fee of $50.00 and 10 % net, on condition that his 
client be allowed to purchase the land adjoining his 
property at the original purchase price. 

Upon motion duly seconded and adopted, Mr. Wild- 
er's proposition was declined and Counsel for Trustees 
directed to institute foreclosure proceedings on behalf 
of the Trustees, unless Mr. Wilder's client will agree 
to buy the 38.13 acres involved at the price of $100.00 
per acre. 



Mr. M. C. Mcintosh presented matter of Ejectment 
Suits pending in Palm Beach County, to be set for 
hearing January 8, 1929. 

It was ordered that Mr. Mcintosh advise Counsel for 
defendants that upon judgment for reeovery of the 
land, the Trustees would waive damages and costs and 
also allow defendants to gather crops. 

Upon motion the Trustees adjourned.
